It may surp rise those who hava taken recip rocal 
trade agreements for granted to learn that the p rin­ 
cip le behind them Is under concerted attack by 
a section of the Rep ublican p arty In congress. They 
thought the tariff Issue was dead. 
The vote In the houae of rep resentatives Wednes­ 
day to extend a modified recip rocal trade agreement 
not by one year M interp reted as the first mow in an 
attack to rep eal this 14-year-old law In the neit 
session of congress. 
Though no detailed substitute yet has been p ro­ 
p osed with united Rep ublican backing, testimony In 
hearings and WHs introduced in the senate indicate 
that the p arty's general line of p olicy will be to take 
away tariff p owers now exercised by the chief eaecu- 
tlve ami give them to a commission answerable to 
congress and charged with resp onsibility for restor­ 
ing to the tariff structure the element erf selective 
p rotection for domestic enterp rise. 
The tariff issue wasn’t eliminated by the recip rocal 
trade agreements act of 1334 and its subsequent 
amendments. It was only susp ended. When President 
Truman asked congress on last March I to extend the 
act for three years, the Issue was reop ened. 
The 
reop ening has led to a situation that will require Mr. 
Truman either to algn a bill extending the act, which 
otherwise would exp ire June 13. for one year-ac­ 
cep ting the modifications p rop osed by the Rep ublicans 
—or veto the bill and lop e the trade agreements p ro­ 
gram outright. 
There is a p ossibility he might choose to use his 
veto, thereby p utting the recip rocal trade agreements 
p olicy into the 1948 p residential camp aign. 
In any 
event, the tariff issue is back in national p olitics.

Who se No se Gets Cut? 
Unanimous ap p roval of a resolution by members 
of the Railway Labor Executives association to give 
the federal government full and comp lete control of 
the nation's railroads Is m p uzzling action. 
Could it be that the union leaders have done R in 
an attemp t to frighten railroad management? 
If so. could it be that the union leaders may have 
frightened their own membership mare than they 
have frightened railroad management? 
Dees anyone believe the majority of railroad work­ 
ers would p refer to be government emp loyes? 
These are among the questions raised but not 
answered by the resolution. 
Public ownership of railroads Is a p ossibility, of 
course. 
It has been a p ossibility for many years 
Public op eration was exp erimented with from Jan­ 
uary. 1918, through February. 1930, when the gov­ 
ernment op erated all railroads as a single system, at 
a net cost to the U 8 treasury of » 1.123.500,000 
Many thoughtful p ersons have exp lored the p osst- 
blUtiea, but always have reached the conclusion that 
the advantages of government ownership were offset 
by the disadvantages 
And none of them lias been 
able to make a satisfactory rebuttal to the railroad* 
argument that If they could set their rates In ac­ 
cordance wtth costs of op eration and be relieved of 
some of the rnstfictions of government control, the 
case for government ownership would disap p ear. 
The last time the Railway Labor Executive# as­ 
sociation asked for government ownership was in 1933. 
when railroad management wanted to cut wage# to 
stave off bankrup tcy in the dep ression.

introduced In congress to earry out the union lead­

Resto ring An Alienable Rig ht 
Under a new NLRD ruling, emp loyers have the 
right to assemble their emp loyes in comp any time 
and advise them not to join a union p rovided the 
sp eech contains no coercion or p romises of benefit. 
The ruling wax' made under the ‘free sp eech” 
clause of the Taft-Hartley act which rescinded a 1946 
NLRB ruling to the effect that It was unfair labor 
p ractice for an emp loyer to make an anti-union 
sp eech. 
Tn reversing the 1948 ruling, the NLRB is carry­ 
ing out congress Instructions. 
It is no tribute to 
the board that congress itself finally had t6 guaran­ 
tee freedom of sp eech as p rovided under the first 
amendment lo the Constitution.

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Breast-fed Baby 
By HERMAN N- BCTfDCSCX, M. I>. 
There is no doubt in the world 
that "the breastfed baby is the best- 
fed baby." This Is a p roved fact and 
it has also been definitely shown 
that nine out of every ten women 
who try to nurse their babies will 
have enough milk for them by the 
fifth day after birth. 
Why Is it then that in so many 
localities today less than one-third 
of our babies are breast-fed? The 
p lain truth is that too many mod­ 
em mothers simp ly don’t want to 
nurse their infants, 
And if 
the 
breasts are not emp tied regularly 
and comp letely, the milk sup p ly soon 
fails. 
Mistaken Idea 
Some mothers even have the ut­ 
terly mistaken Idea that the bottle- 
fed baby will gain faster and get 
along better than the breast-fed In­ 
fant. Others frankly object because 
they believe breast feeding 
will 
cause them to gain weight or change 
the shap e of the breast. 
Neither of these things is true 
and, if they were, they would still 
not Justify a mother In refusing to 
nurse her baby. 
The things which do are few 
in number and of infrequent occur­ 
rence. Chiefly, they are an acute ill­ 
ness. inflammation of the breast, 
cracked nip p les, or p regnancy. 
Another reason can be found in 
the conflicting blood typ es which 
sometimes exist in mother and babe. 
Thus, it is inadvisable for a mother 
who U Rh negative to nurse her 
Rh p ositive baby, The Rh refers to 
a certath factor in the blood which 
may be p resent in the infant and 
not in the mother. 
Now and then, in rare case*, the 
baby may actually be sensitive’ or 
allergic to the mother's milk. 
Many Adantage* 
Where It is p c&sibte at all. breast 
feeding has manv advantages and 
no known disadvantages. 
Besides 
giving the baby a p erfect diet for 
hla p hysical nourishment, 
breast 
[ceding sup p lies an emotional satis­ 
faction to both mother and Infant 
which cannot be obtained In any 
other way. 
The mother wwha la breast feed­ 
ing her baby need not gain weight if 
she emp loys a well-balanced diet 
that does not contain an excessive 
amount of starchy foods, sugars and 
fats. Otherwise, she need not restrict 
herself, but may eat any food that 
agrees with her. 
Moderate Smoking 
There also has been a question in 
the minds of some mothers as to 
whether or not smoking Is p ermis­ 
sible 11 they breast feed thetr babi-as 
It seems to be generally agreed tnat 
moderate smoking will not be harm­ 
ful to tire infant. 
Some sp ecialists think it ta all 
right for the mother to give the 
baby ona bottle feeding a dav, so 
that she » •ill not be comp letely tied

THEN o n May 10 President Tru­ 
man did this: 
l He ordered the government to 


seize the roads. So 
far 
this 
has 
been only a paper seizure. The rail­ 
road companies continue to run the 
roads, 
keeping 
whatever 
profits 
they made. 
2. He ordered the government to 
get a federal court order (injunc­ 
tion) against a strike. T h at was done 
and it stopped the strike. The work­ 
ers still are working. 
Since th at seizure 
May 
10 
the 
unions have been unable to talk 
the roads into giving them any more 
th an Trum an's fact-finders recom­ 
mended. 
So the union heads a t last nig h t’s 
news conference suggested : 
The government “really" should 
take over the roads. T h at would 
m ean running them 
and 
taking 
w hatever money the railroads are 
m aking—and, while so doing, reach 
a settlem ent with the unions. 
And, in the w ritten statem ent 
they issued, the union heads said 
this: 
“Be It further resolved, th at the 
government, moved by the present 
dem onstration of the inability of 
railroad m anagem ent to m aintain 
satisfactory labor relations and con­ 
ditions upon the railroads, and fu r­ 
th er in view of other recent and 
sim ilar critical situations, as well 
as other failures of railroad m an­ 
agem ent to m eet the public need 
for efficient, prom pt and full serv­ 
ices, begin 
preparations 
for 
the 
transfer of railroad ownership from 


private interest to the U nited States 
of America.” 
WASN’T T H IS saying clearly the 
unions were urging the governm ent 
to take over the railroads by buy­ 
ing add owning and running them ? 
No, the union heads said, it d id n ’t 
m ean that. They said it m eant this: 
The governm ent should “really" 
seize the roads now—instead of let­ 
ting the com panies run them —an d 
not only settle the present dispute 
but. in so doing, fix a policy for 
settling sim ilar disputes In the fu­ 
ture. 
If the government didn't do this 
now and fix such 
a 
policy, 
they 
said, then the governm ent ought 
to buy up the railroads and run 
them itself. 
At first glance th at m ay shock a 
lot of people. G overnm ent ow ner­ 
ship of the railroads in this coun­ 
try, which prides itself on free en­ 
terprise, would be a big step tow ard 
Socialism. 
But deep w ithin it is a question 
which the union heads d idn’t a n ­ 
swer to this w riter’s satisfaction. 
American labor unions, including 
the railroad unions, w ant w hat is 
called “free, collective bargaining” 
—an d th a t includes the right to 
strike—w ithout any compulsory a r­ 
bitration. 
Compulsory 
arbitration 
m eans 
simply th a t 
the 
governm ent 
ap ­ 
points someone to decide a dispute

beivkt-eu a union and an employer. 
His decision is final. B oth sides 
have to accept it. T here can be no 
strike. 


TH E 
UNION 
heads 
said 
lau>t 
n ig h t they don’t w ant compulsory 
arbitration. B ut suppose the govern­ 
m ent steps in now and settles this 
dispute, giving the unions w hat they 
w ant w hether the railroads like it 
or not. 
T h at would 
be compulsory arb i­ 
tration working one way: For the 
unions and against the railroads. 
B nt it could work the other way 
too—against the unions. 
And if the governm ent owned the 
roads, the unions could hardly ex­ 
pect to be free to strike. T h at would 
be a strike against the governm ent. 
Now, w ithout owning th e roads 
a t all. the governm ent has stepped 
in and 
forbidden 
the 
unions 
to 
strike. 
So in the 
end, 
under 
govern­ 
m ent ownership, the union would 
have to accept the governm ent’s 
final wage offer w ithout a strike. 
T hat, in effect, would be com pul­ 
sory 
arbitration 
although 
th a t’s 
w hat the union

VIENNA — Hans Wittk e was the 
ap p raiser of 
the 
Nazi 
au thori­ 
ties in Vienna. 
Whenev er a Jew 
was comp elled to rid himself of 
his belongings 
in 
fav or 
of an 
“Ary an,” Wittk e iix ed the amou nt 
of comp ensation to be p aid to the 
Jew. 
Hans had his own p rice-fix ing 
sy stem. 
He wou ldn't ap p raise a 
fu r coat, v alu ed at $2,000 /or more 
than $2. 
He himself “bou ght" a 
hou se, a v illa, a great many work s 
of art, v alu able fu rnitu re, fu rs for 
his wife and what not. 
At the ap p roach 
of 
the 
Red 


Army , the Wlttk es mov ed to more 
western regions. 
Bu t that didn’t 
help them mu ch. Hans was arrest­ 
ed and Is now u nder Indictment as 
a bad war criminal. 
Uese. the ap p raiser’s wife, re­ 
tu rned to Vienna where the Wltt­ 
k es had su blet their ap artment to 
the Voglhu ber family . 
The Vogj- 
hu bers did not ex p ect to see the 
Wlttk es again. 
So they took p os­ 
session of the former Jewish fu rs, 
jewelry , lingerie and what else the 
Wittk es left behind. 
Mrs. Wittk e now is su ing the 
Voglhu bers. 
She ask s comp ensa­ 
tion for the v alu ables they ap p ro­ 
p riated. Bu t for the $2,000 fu r coat 
her hu sband had ap p raised at $2, 
she does not ask for only $2. She 
ask s for the entire $2,000. Whether 
shell get it dep ends on the timing 
of the trials. 


Shou ld the sentence in the Vogl­ 
hu ber trial be p ronou nced p rior to 
the sentence in the war crime trial, 
she might get some comp ensation. 
Bu t if Wittk e la sentenced as a war 
criminal and his belongings “ac­ 
q u ired" du ring the Nazi regime are 
confiscated, she will not be able to 
su k taih her claim.

Reilly, for 30 yea rs hea d of a hea lth 
service here. 
“ A lot of people a ctua lly do da m­ 
a ge to themselves by la ck of proper 
ba thing knowledge,” Reilly sa id. 
‘‘They seem to think tha t sitting 
in a hot tub, using a lot of per­ 
fumed soa p, shivering under a cold 
shower a nd drying by the brisk 
rubbing of a rough towel a re essen­ 
tia l pa rts of being clea n a nd hea lthy. 
Actua lly, some of these things ca n 
hurt their hea lth.” 
Sitting In a hot tub is a ll right 
a s fa r a s it goes, but tha t doesn’t 
mea n you’re getting clea n, he ex­ 
pla ined. The dirt tha t ha s come off 
Is still with you when you get out 
beca use you ha ve been sitting in 
dirty wa ter. 
Tub ba thers should 
finish off with a cooling—not cold 
—shower a nd pa t—not rub—them­ 
selves dry with a towel. 
“ Cold showers a re never a dvis­ 
a ble except a s a trea tment by a 
physiothera pist for poor circula ­ 
tion,” Reilly a dded. “ Brisk drying 
overhea ts the body to the point 
where, If you go nea r a dra ft or 
dress immedia tely a nd go outdoors, 
you a re likely to get some kind of 
muscula r a che or a cold.”

Since then the 
Turkish government has sat tight 
until just now when Foreign Min­ 
ister Necmeddin 
Sadak 
declared 
during a speech: 


• WE WISH with all our heart 
_ that without 
bloodshed, without 
P setting up in this region a contin­ 
uous element of, disorder and inse­ 
curity, a lasting solution could be 
found leaving ihe Arabs masters of 
their rights.” 
Then Sadak shot an arrow which 
observers thought 
was 
aimed at 
Moscow: 
“Our purest 
objective 
is 
that 
threats of aggression, designs aimed 
at domination 
and conquest, 
be 
eliminated between peoples, and re­ 
lations of friendship 
amd mutual 
cooperation based on the principles 
of honor and dignity be established, 
that none should interfere In the In­ 
ternal affairs o f another, and that 
each be left in peace in his terri­ 
tory and sovereign rights.” 
The foreign minister didn't in­ 


terpret this statement, but its sig­ 
nificance is clear enough when you 
know the background, which briefly 
is this: 


Russia is bent 
on 
establishing 
herself as a Mediterranean power. 
In order to achieve this she seeks 
domination 
of 
the 
Dardanelles 
strait, which now is controlled by 
Turkey. The Turks decline to sur­ 
render any part of their rights over 
this strategic waterways between 
the piack sea and the Mediterran­ 
ean, and the issue is a burning one 
which could easily become acutely 
dangerous 


THAT BRINGS us to a new angle. 
The Muscovites use devious methods 
in applying pressure to their in­ 
tended victims. Thus it was that re­ 
cently the Soviet Union sent a new 
ambassador to Turkey — Alex ander 
Lavrishev. His ex cellency has the 
reputation of being a tough guy and 
his appointment brought from ob­ 
servers the comment that Russia 
might be getting ready to put the 
screws on Ankara. 


Foreign Minister Sadak may have 
similar ideas about the ambassador’s 
mission and be showing 
the 
red 
light to try to halt any high pres­ 
sure activities.. Certainly this could 
be the witching hour for the Rus­ 
sian gho6t to walk In the middle 
east theater, especially since the 
Jewish-Arab situation 
has 
been 
complicated by the differences be­ 
tween the United States and Britain. 
Communism thrives on trouble. 
That doesn’t mean the Soviet 
Union would deliberately embark on 
ventures which would produce, a 
major war. She doesn’t want a m a­ 
jor war. However, Moscow hasn’t 
concealed its intention to break in­ 
to the Mediterranean—if necessary 
at 
the 
ex pense of 
Turkey 
and 
Greece. She will pursue that ob­ 
jective a t all costs short of war J
